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DETAILED ACTION 
Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 9/29/2005 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent 
granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of U.S. Pat. No. 
6,767,706 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-69 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 1 - 69 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being incomplete 
for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such omission amounting 
to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted 
structural cooperative relationships are: 

Regarding claim 1 , it is unclear as to how the microvalves are situated with device. Are 
the microvalves positioned within the loop channel or within the service channel(s)? Is the pump 
associated internal to the device or connected via an external connection to the loop channel? 

Regarding claim 31, it is unclear as to how the elastomeric fluid channels structurally 
comprise the loop channel. Does the treatment layer comprise both elastomeric channels and the 
loop channel? Are the control channels in fluidic communication with the elastomeric fluid 
channels?

Regarding claim 57, is the pump associated internal to the device or connected via an 
external connection to each of the loop channels? 

Regarding claim 60, it is unclear as to how the elastomeric fluid channels structurally 
comprise the loop channel. Does the treatment layer comprise both elastomeric channels and the 
loop channel? Are the control channels in fluidic communication with the elastomeric fluid 
channels? 

The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and positively specified. 
The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to present a complete 
operative device. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to the pending claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
